Waltham on July 4. The boy. who 
according to his companions, was 
not a good swimmer had gone 15 
feet beyond the first ropes and 
was in eight feet of water when 
he sank. A girl who heard his 
cries for help notified life guard 
Barbara Adlef* who dove in after 
the body and located it on the 
first try. Another lifeguard, Shir- 
ley Porter, notified the police and 
fire departments and summoned a 
doctor.

Enforcement is left in 
the hands of the local authorities, 
but the Commonwealth through its 
Department of Public Safety, Is 
given the duty of checking local 
enforcement with "spot” inspec- 
tions, with power to close prem- 
ises which do not comply with 
law. The Commonwealth did not 
have this state-wide authority pre- 
viously. If these laws are enforced 
there will not be another Cocoa- 
..ut Grove disaster.

Republican Convention 

It seems to me that there are 
three aspects of any national po- 
litical convention to be considered 
after the smoke of battle has 
cleared away. First and foremost 
is the popularity and the vote- 
getting ability of the ticket which 
has been nominated. Secondly, 
there is the reaction of party 
members and the general public 
to the platform which has been 
adopted. Third, is the mental at- 
titude of the convention delegates 
as they return to their homes and 
go back to their daily routine. 

As to the ticket nominated, it 
seems likely that Republicans, by 
and large, will reach the conclu- 
sion, sooner or later, that the 
Dewey-Bricker ticket has tre- 
mendous potential strength. Let’s 
grant, for the sake of argument, 
that many people would have pre- 
ferred a public test of strength of 
the various Presidential candi- 
dates, including those wKo felt 
constrained to hold themselves 
aloof. The cold, hard facts are 
that the Gallup Poll showed 
Dewey far in the lead for some 
little time before the convention 
assembled. There is considerable 
significance to that fact. It in- 
dicated a widespread knowledge of 
Dewey’s record and ability. It 
constituted a strong hint to the 
delegates all over the country that 
there was heavy 'grass-roots” 
sentiment in favor of the New 
York Governor. Other things be- 
ing equal, delegates prefer to vote 
in accordance with a popular man- 
date- Consequently, the band- 
wagon got away to an early start, 
under the guidance of the three 
shrewd Dewey managers from 
New York, Messrs. Sprague, Jae- 
cle and Brownell. By the time 
the convention was ready to bal- 
lot, Dewey had the nomination in 
the bag PROVIDED no Wendell 
Willkie appeared on the scene to 
spill the beans. My guess is that 
that was precisely the reason why 
Mr. Willkie was deliberately 
brushed aside prior to the open- 
ing of the convention. The in- 
siders recognized the possibility 
that Willkie MIGHT stampede the 
convention just as he did in 1940. 

Dewey has tremendous assets. 
He is young, courageous, unusually 
capable and endowed with more 
than ordinary ability to attract 
strong men to his standard. If 
elected next fall, we shall see how 
a real cablet functions. The best 
brains of the Republican party 
will be drafted and every member 
of the cabinet will be expected to 
perform his duties efficiently. If 
he fails, he will be dismissed and 
his place will be taken by a man 
who CAN do the job. Dewey will 
not tolerate the continuance in of- 
fice of any many whose age, health 
or temperament demands his de- 
parture. What * welcome relief 
that will be. 

Gan Dewey be elected? Re- 
member this fact. Dewey is just 
about equal to the President as a 
radio speaker- Furthermore, it is 
quite possible that the people, as 
a whole, arc getting a little tired 
of a magnetic personality and an 
appealing voice. Maybe we are 
ready right now to welcome un- 
usual efficiency, tremendous or- 
ganizing ability and the determin- 
ation to put our national house 
in order. Maybe it will be a re- 
lief to see businessmen given a 
chance to succeed and make some 
honest money. Maybe we are sick 
and tired of having one standard 
for labor unions and quite another 
standard for businessmen. May- 
be we are willing to put an end 
to governmental confusion, squab- 
bling and constantly changing 
rules and regulations promulgated 
by a vast army of bureaucrats 
who were not elected by the peo- 
ple whose lives they have for so 
long been regulating. We shall 
see. Furthermore, remember that 
Gov. Bricker of Ohio is very pow- 
erful in the middle West, where 
the G.O.P. will need heavy sup- 
port. That is the section where 
the isolationist element has been 
extremely vocal. 

As to the platform, this much 
can be said. A cynic has stated 
that candidates are supposed to 
run for office ON a platform but 
that after they have won their 
nomination they run AWAY from 
this same platform. We all know 
that platforms are built to satisfy 
a hundred different points of view- 
It is a long time since we have 
seen platforms which really took 
a definite stand on important is- 
sues. Candidates for the Presi- 
dency invariably mould the party

We 
can doubtless trust Dewey to in- 
terpret the G.O.P. document in a 
reasonably satisfactory manner. 

Now that the delegates are 
home again, it becomes evident 
that the great majority are satis- 
fied with the results of the Chi- 
cago proceedings. Those who fa- 
vored Willkie have come to rea- 
lize that he was hopelessly out 
of tho running. Friends of Gov. 
Saltonstall knew from the start 
that his only hope lay in a dead- 
locked convention. As time goes 
on, Dewey will grow in public es- 
teem, despite the technique used 
in securing his nomination. 

Contest for Lieutenant 
Governor 

If the primary came today rath- 
er than on Tuesday, July 11, the 
chances are that Robert F. Brad- 
ford would carry Newton by a fair 
margin and lead Speaker Rudolph 
King throughout the state. Jarvis 
Hunt, President of the Senate, ap- 
pears to be in third place, the May- 
or of Beverly in fourth place and 
McMasters of Belmont last- How- 
ever, the latter is conducting a big 
radio campaign and in a light vote 
he may upset predictions. Inci- 
dentally, this is a rather strong 
field and the voters may feel safe 
in the knowledge that any of the 
likely winners will serve their 
state well. 

Slate Legislature 

In the Fifth Middlesex district, 
Hep. Margaret Spear is runnin<for 
re-nomination and Alderman Hen- 
derson Inches and former Aider- 
man John Temperley are contest- 
ing for Rep. Francis' seat. The 
latter is in the AMG, together 
with Rep. Patrick. The pols say 
that Inches should win, but the 
man on the street gives Temper 
ley a good chance. 

There is another contest in the 
G. O. P. primary which has 
aroused a certain amount of in 
terest. Five men, including one 
Democrat, are running for the two 
nominations for the House of Rep- 
resentatives in the Fourth Middle 
sex district, comprising Newton, 
Newtonville, West Newton and 
Nonantum. The current Represent 
atives are Rep. George E- Rawson 
of Newton and Rep. Loomis Pat- 
rick of West Newton, now in the 
Allied Military Government. Rep 
Rawson, who has made a first- 
class record during his first term, 
is running for renomination. He 
will, presumably, win one of the 
two nominations. The other four 
contestants are the Democrat, Ar- 
thur S. Scipione of NewtonvillO: 
who is seeking both party nomina- 
tions, Harold A. Murray of New- 
ton, John S. Whittemore of New- 
tonville and the writer, Philip W. 
Carter of West Newton. For obvi- 
ous reasons it is difficult to view 
this contest in an impersonal, ob- 
jective manner. The voters may be 
counted on to render a fair de- 
cision at the polls on Tuesday, 
July 11.

FEW DELINQUENT TAXES 

The number of parcels of real 
estate advertised for non-payment 
of taxes hit a new low this year 
as the list numbered 248, com- 
pared with 429 parcels advertised 
last year, according to City Treas- 
| urer and Collector Clarence C. 
Colby. 

The list of 248 parcels is ex- 
pected to shrink as payment of 
taxes by delinquents is keeping 
the Treasury Department busy. 

When the city acquires the tax 
titles of the property on which 
taxes are overdue, the former 
owner has two years in which to 
| redeem the title by paying the 
taxes and other charges. 

The biggest problem the city 
has to contend with in this re- 
spect concerns vacant lots, the 
titles of which are seldom redeemed 
once they are taken by the city. 
The city has had much of this type 
of property on its hands for many 
years and has been able to dispose 
of it very slowly. Frequently of- 
fers are received to purchase such 
lots, but usually the offers are 
found inadequate and the sales fall 
through unless the prospective 
purchasers raise the ante.

Lt. Stuart 
Chant of the Gordon Highlanders, 
repatriated prisoner of war, will 
speak to the Newton Raytheon 
winners of the Attendance Contest 
banner at the presentation cere- 
mony to be held on Monday, July 
10 in the cafeteria. 

Lt. Chant, who is a veteran of 
the famous St. Nazaire raid of 
March 28, 1942, where he was tak- 
en prisoner, was the only com- 
mando of his group to be repatri- 
ated from Germany. 

His mission on the raid to 
France was to supervise the de- 
struction of the pumping station at 
St. Nazaire, one of Germany’s 
main submarine bases. His party 
sailed from the French port on 
H. M. S. Campbeltown, one of the 
130 American destroyers trans- 
ferred to Britain. The Germans 
caught sight of the ship and 
opened fire on it. Despite the heavy 
barrage, the ship steamed on un- 
til it smashed into the lock gate 
precisely on scheduled time. 

Under heavy fire, Lt. Chant 
climbed out of the ship and raced 
to the pumping station, where, 
with cut and bleeding hands, he 
fired the explosive charges which 
destroyed the station. With the 
scuttling of their ship, Chant and 
his men were cut off from retreat 
and they were taken prisoner by 
the Germans-

VACATIONS AND PETS 

In a release, regarding provisions for pets while away on va- 
cations, Robert F. Sellar, president of the Animal Rescue League 
of Boston, issued the following statement: 

If you plan to move or to go on a vacation, please give fore- 
thought to whatever arrangement you intend to make for the care 
of any pet you may have, dog, cat, bird, or other animal. 

Animals, cats in particular, have an uncanny way of sensing 
in advance any disruption of their ordinary routine- They often 
will leave home or hide somewhere so they cannot be found when 
the family is ready to close the house, with the result that they 
are left behind to become strays and a nuisance in the neighbor- 
hood. Contrary to the belief held by many persons, domestic j 
animals are not equipped to take care of themselves; they are 
dependent upon man to whom they look for protection. 

If your pet is to be boarded while you are away, be sure ar- 
rangements are made well in advance and that he is settled com- 
fortably before he has a chance to sense a change. If he is to be 
taken with you, keep him in or under control while out-of-doors 
when it is nearing time for your departure so that he will not be 
“among the missing” when you come to leave. If he must be dis- 
posed of, take or send him to the nearest animal welfare organi- 
zation. 

We are sure that most cases of desertion of animals are un- 
intentional. due principally to delay in making the necessary ar- 
rangement. Won’t you please make plans far enough in advance 
this year to assure proper care of your pet?

Exact statistics do not appear 
to be ready as this column is be- 
ing written the morning after el- 
ection. However, the vote was ab- 
normally light and did not run 
much more than 20*7c.

Also we must include 
those who are temporarily work- 
ing in war plants outside of New- 
ton. Even so, it is obvious that 
thousands upon thousands of sub- 
stantial citizens of this city made 
no serious effort to exercise the 
franchise. Consequently, when the 
November election comes around, 
it will not be fair for those wh'o 
ignored the primary to make any 
adverse criticism of the men and 
women named in the primaries on 
either the Republican or the Dem- 
ocratic ticket. 

Before leaving this general top- 
ic, it is, perhaps, only fair to 
point out that in another equally 
intelligent and patriotic commun- 
ity, Brookline, the turn-out was 
a measly 18 f /r. Later on, when the 
smoke of battle has completely 
cleared away and the harassed 
city and town clerks have had a 
chance to unravel all their vital 
statistics, I shall have something 
to say about the state-wide total 
vote. At the moment, it appears 
that our pungent Newton column- 
ist, Bill Cununingham, has not had 
his customary success in shaping 
and guiding public opinion. He 
does a grand fob, at that. I hate 
to think what the turn-out might 
have been if Bill had NOT devot- 
ed his entire column last Sunday 
to an all-out effort to get out the 
vote. 

Lieutenant Governor Contest 

As anticipated, the young and 
popular District Attorney of Mid- 
dlesex County, Robert F. Brad- 
ford, mowed down all four oppon- 
ents with the greatest of ease as 
he captured the nomination for 
Lieutenant Governor in the G.O.P. 
primary. He defeated his nearest 
opponent, Speaker Rudolph F. 
King of Millis, by a margin of 
more than four to one. (4,180 to 
927). Senate President Jarvis 
Hunt of Attleboro could gather in 
only 608 votes, Mayor McLean of 
Beverly had 88 and McMasters of 
Belmont marched in the rear with 
80 votes. 

Speaker King’s poor showing in 
Newton was somewhat surprising 
in view of the fact that some of 
the master-minds of the G.O.P. 
went "all-out” for King. Obvious- 
ly, Bradford was too strong to be 
defeated by routine political meth- 
ods. He will add great strength to 
the Repblican ticket next Novem- 
ber and should defeat his Demo- 
cratice opponent handily. 

Stale Senator 

Senator Benjamin J. Bowen of 
West Newton slaughtered Thomas 
H. Morahan by a vote of 5,254 to 
313, despite the advertisement 
which Morahan ran, referring to 
himself as “Newton's Republican 
State Committeeman.” Curiously 
enough, the ad was technically cor- 
rect. Morahan WAS elected State 
Committeeman last April in the 
so-called Presidential Primaries, 
when about three percent of the 
Newton vote turned out. The G. 
O.P. leaders wanted A. John Serino 
of Cambridge to win, but Morahan 
put one over on them. In view 
of the fact that Morahan was Sen- 
ator Bowen’s Democratic opponent 
in 1942, you can scarcely blame the 
G.O.P. for seeing red today. Per-

The same 
may be said of Frank Goodwin, 
Registrar of Motor Vehicles, who 
had a lead of seven hundred votes 
over former Auditor Russell A. 
Wood of Cambridge. 

For County Commissioner, Bow- 
ditch of Framingham beat his 
nearest opponent two to one in 
Newton. That was for the long 
term. Rogers led a large field for 
the short term. That, too, was no 
surprise.

City Acquires Real 
Estate For Non- 
Payment of Taxes 

The City of Newton has taken 
over a total of 108 parcels of real 
estate on which $20,505.92 in 1943 
taxes are due according to an- 
nouncement made by Clarence C. 
Colby, City Treasurer and Collect- 
or. 

The total number of parcels 
taken this year is less "than 50 
per cent of the total taken over 
last year. Of the 168 parcels taken 
this year 96 are "improved prop- 
erty” and 72 parcels are vacant 
land. The taxes unpaid on the 1943 
assessments include $19,147.08 for 
"improved property" and $1,358.84 
on vacant lots. 

The collector has 60 days ufter 
the taking of the property before 
he must record the titles. In the 
meantime, the owners may re- 
deem the titles by paying the 
amounts due. After the deeds have 
been recorded, the former owners 
huve two years in which to redeem 
the property before the city ac- 
quired yownerahip.

WAR HERO MAKES PRES- 
ENTATION AT RAYTHEON - 
Lt. Stuart Chant of the Gordon 
Highlanders spoke Monday at the 
monthly presentation of banners 
to Attendance winners in the New- 
ton plant of the Raytheon Manu- 
facturing Company. Lt. Chant is 
the only member of his commando 
party to be repatriated to England 
after capture in the raid on St. 
Nazaire. Although wounded twice, 
T.t. Chant assisted in the destruc- 
tion of the vital pumping station 
at the U-boat base before capture. 

Lieutenant Stuart Chant of the 
Gordon Highlanders, repatriated 
prisoner of war, is a veteran of 
the famous St. Nazaire raid of 
’'arch 28, 1942, in which he played 
an exciting and important part. 

One of the original Commando 
officers, attached to Commando No. 
5, Lieutenant Chant was detailed 
to supervise the destruction of th« 
pumping station at St. Nazaire, 
one of Germany’s main submarine 
buses. His party sailed for the 
French port on H. M. S. Campbel- 
town, one of the 60 American de- 
stroyers transferred to Britain. 
Searchlights caught the shin 
nearly two miles from the lock 
gates, and the Germans opened 
fire. In spite of the fierce bar- 
rage. the Campbeltown steamed 
on to her dramatic rendezvous at 
20 knots, smashinginto the lock 
gate with a grinding crash pre- 
cisely at the scheduled time. 

Under heavy fire, Lieutenant 
Chant's party clambered down the 
ship’s sides and raced to the pump- 
ing station, where Chant, his 
hands cut and bleeding from shran- 
nel, fire.d the explosive charges 
which demolished the station. 

The scuttling of the Campbel- 
town having cut off any means of 
retreat, the Commandos then at- 
tempted to hack their way through 
the town, but were eventually 
overcome and taken prisoner by 
the Germans. 

Lieutenant Chant, again wound- 
ed in the street fighting, was tak- 
en to a German controlled hospital 
in France, where he stayed for six 
months. After his recovery, he whs 
sent to an officer’s camp in Ger- 
many. In October, 1943, he was 
repatriated. He was the only one 
of his Commando party to return 
to England. 

Born in England of Scottish- 
English parents, Lieutenant Chant 
is now 27 years old and unmar-, 
ried. He was educated at Milhill 
School, England, and worked in 
London Stock Exchange for four 
years. Commissioned iu the Royal 
Army Service Corps at the out- 
break of war, he saw active service 
in France. He escaped from Dun

Police Dept. Issues 
Annual Report 

The annual report issued this 
week by Chief Michael T. Hughes 
of the Newton Police Department 
shows that there has been a sharp 
decline in the number of arrests 
made during the past year and the 
number of fatal accidents was less 
than in the previous year. 

The number of offenses for 
which arrests were made last year 
was 2,270, compared with 3,707 in 
the preceding year, according to 
the annual report of Chief of Po- 
lice Michael T. Hughes issued yes- 
terday. 

Offenses by male defendants ag- 
gregated 1,972 and female 298 last 
year, compared with 3,152 male 
and 451 female in the year pre- 
ceding. Offenses for which juveniles 
were prosecuted last year num- 
bered 86, while the number in the 
preceding year was 87. 

The number of warrants issued 
last year was 211 and summonses. 
1,175, compared with 336 warrants 
and 2,333 summonses in the pre- 
vious year. 

The number of fatal auto acci- 
dents last year was two, compared 
with four in the preceding year. 
The total number of persons in- 
jured iu auto accidents last year 
was 169.

The class of 1946 of the New- 
ton High School will be the first 
to benefit {rom the Warren Scho- 
larship Fund established in mem- 
ory of Levi F. Warren, Sarah A.

Miss M. Alice Warren, who died 
at her home, 320 Otis street, West 
Newton, on May 9, at the age of 86 
years, has, by her will, established 
this memorial to her father, Levi 
F. Warren, after whom the Junior 
High School was named, her mo- 
ther, Sarah A. Warren, her sister, 
and herself, teachers all. Miss 
M. Alice Warren taught for a 
number of years at the Pierce 
School in West Newton, and after

There she was 
an instructor in physical educa- 
tion and taught many branches of 
natural -'science. 

These Warrens were great edu- 
cators — to them education meant 
the awakening of the mind within 
the mind, believing that would lead 
to all kinds of progress. That 
they were successful in this was 
attested to in the innumerable let- 
ters that came to them from all 
over the country each year, testify- 
ing to their admiration, affection, 
and gratitude. It is quite in keep- 
ing with that principle that Miss 
Warren bequeathed to the Newton 
Trust Company, in trust, the sum 
of forty thousand dollars, the net 
income each year forever, to be ap- 
plied to assist needy and deserv- 
ing students, who are graduates of 
the Newton High School, in ob- 
taining a college education, or 
higher education in music. While 
Miss Warren made the basis for 
award, character, leadership, scho- 
larship, and need of financial as- 
sistance. she was not oblivious of 
the student, who. though not gifted 
with great intellect, is possessed 
of the determination to progress 
regardless, for it is provided there 
may be disregarded academic 
standing, provided the recipient is 
otherwise worthy of assistance.

The public school system is, and ourjht to be, the first line 
of defense of American democracy. That is why fair treatment 
as between pupils of different races, different backgrounds, and 
different degrees of family wealth and culture is a constant 
necessity.

We think the test of democracy is always how well it stands 
up in emergencies and in unpleasant situations.

We can think of nothing more anti-democratic than sub- 
stituting hush-hush for free, frank and open discussion of fric- 
tions. If we don’t believe the people can arrive at sound deci- 
sions if confronted with the facts then we must wonder if we 
really believe in — at least when it comes to applying — democracy.

Cahill vs. Tobin 

It seems to me to be worth- 
while this week to devoto some 
space to the very serious situa- 
tion confronting the Republican 
party in this state next Novem- 
ber. Let’s ijot kid ourselves. In 
the first place, the Dewey board 
of strategy appears to realize that 
Massachusetts is one of the truly 
doubtful states. That is one rea- 
son why our Governor and our 
Junior Senator were hastily called 
into conference by Gov. Dewey 
shortly after the close of the 
GOP convention in Chicago. Out- 
two leading delegates have long 
been known as strong Willkie ad- 
herents and it was a bit obvious 
that they were hoping until the 
last minute that something might 
happen to bring Willkie back into 
the picture. Instead of that, the 
master-mind* at Chicago deter- 
mined to keep Willkie away from 
the convention at all costs. There 
was just a chance that he would 
make a vital, heart-warming 
speech and upset the carefully- 
arranged apple-cart. How tragic 
that would have been ! Or would 
it? 

What I want to get at this 
week, however, is the purely local 
aspect of the November election. 
Consider what we have in the 
cards for a gubernatorial fight. 
Lt. Governor Horace T. Cahill 
versus Mayor Maurice J. Tobin 
of Boston. Already you can hear 
the prophets of gloom announcing 
that Tobin will be our next Gov- 
ernor. Why? 

To begin with, the neighboring 
towns of Brookline and Wellesley, 
which are both very strongly Re- 
publican, reflected a marked dis- 
position on the part of quite a 
few Republicans to “cut” Cahill 
as they marked their ballots for 
various uncontested offices. In 
Brookline, there were four candi- 
dates who ran ahead of Cahill, as 
follows: Saltonstall, Herter, Fred 
W. Cook and State Senator Bow- 
ers. Our Governor got 2884 votes 
and Bowers got 2704. Then came 
Cahill with 2690. In Wellesley 
it was even worse. There we 
find six candidates running ahead 
of the Lt. Governor. Even Sheriff 
Wragg, County Commissioner 
Leavitt and Councillor Havey ran 
ahead of Cahill, who received 1817 
votes as against Gov. Saltonstall’s 
2002. Later on, when the state- 
wide vote is completely tabulated 
and recounted, it will be possible 
to appraise this angle more ac- 
curately. In the meantime, it 
gives all Republicans something to 
think about. 

Now, what is it that makes 
Tobin so strong? First and fore- 
most, he is young, handsome and 
charming. And don’t forget that 
the ladies will control the election 
this fall. Next, remember that 
Tobin has built up an almost per- 
fect political organization in the 
city of Boston. I am told that 
there is not a single street which 
does not have at least one worker 
for Tobin active there. Think 
what that means in terms of get- 
ting out the vote next November. 
Then we have Sidney Hillman’s 
Political Action Committee, which 
is back of the Boston Mayor. This 
of course, may be a mixed bless- 
ing. The famous PAC took a 
licking when they tried to knock 
off Curley, Philbin and Carey, 
three important Congressional 
'candidates. All that they sal- 
vaged was Congressman McCor- 
mack, who would have won any- 
way, and Mayor Tobin, who was 
also destined to win. 

Here we have the most inter- 
esting point of all. It is a fact 
that Maurice Tobin was built up, 
to a certain extent, by the very 
Republicans who are now fran- 
tically looking for ways and 
means to knock him qver. To be 
sure, their intention was merely 
to build him up to Mayoral size, 
in order that Greater Boston Re-' 
publicans might be rid of Cur- 
leyism and the like. Nothing was 
further from their thoughts than 
to raise him to gubernatorial 
standing. But that is precisely 
what they have done. 

Can they unscramble the eggs 
they so carefully scrambled? They j 
have l«j3s than four months to do | 
it. Furthermore, Mayor Tobin : 
has been constantly in the lime- 
light ever since he took office. Can | 
my readers think of many days : 
during the past six years when 
the pictures of Governor Salton- 
stall and Mayor Tobin have NOT j 
appeared in at least one of the 
Boston papers? To be sure, this 
has not been entirely accidental. ! 
The Governor’s friends have been 
quietly but persistently building 
him up to Dark-horse size prior 
to the recent convention. Mayor 
Tobin’s friends, presumably, have 
been doing the same thing, altho’ 
their eyes have been on the Gov- 
ernorship. 

What about Lt. Governor Ca- 
hill himself? What is wrong? I 
Possibly, one difficulty is that he ! 
has been too long in the shadow > 
of our esteemed Governor. Many i 
people do not seem to know him. 

1 talked with a State Represen- 
tative yesterday who told me that 
he had never- laid eyes on Mr. 
Cahill. That’s bad, if it is typ- 
ical. Again, to be brutally frank, 
there are a great many Repub- 
licans who have never cared much 
for Mr, Cahill for a variety of 
reasons, good, bad and indifferent. 
Give these Republicans a chance 
to vote for a glumor-boy who has 
far more appeal than Gov. Ely 
had in his best days, und you be- 
gin to glimpse the possibilities.

Julius Lucht 

Word has been received of tho 
death, on Sunday, July 16, 1944, 
of Julius Lucht, Librarian of the 
Newton Free Library from 1925 
to 1942, when he retired at the 
age of 70. Since retirement, he has 
made his home with his brother, 
Walter Lucht, at Davenport, Iowa. 
Surviving are a brother, sister, 
nieces and nephews. 

While Mr. Lucht was Librarian 
at Newton, it was a period of 
growth, of extending and improv- 
ing the city library service. Dui- 
ing his librarianship, five branch 
library buildings were erected, the 
Boys’ and Girls’ Library at 124 
Vernon street was secured and 
adapted for library use, the main 
library book stacks completed, and 
the annual book circulation in- 
creased from 490,409 volumes in 
1925 to a peak of 885,373 vol- 
umes in 1938, 

M^. Lucht graduated from Har- 
vard University in the Class of 
1899, received his A.M. degree in 
1905, and his Library Science de- 
gree from Pratt Institute in 1909. 
After graduating from college he 
taught for several years in the 
high school at DaVenport, Iowa, 
and at a boys' preparatory school 
at Lawrenceville, New Jersey. He 
was librarian at Leavenworth, 
Kansas, 1909 to 1912, at the Uni- 
versity Club, Chicago 1914-1915, 
librarian at Wichita, Kansas, from 
1915-1925. and of the Newton Free 
Library from 1925 to 1942. He 
was a man of scholarly tastes, of 
administrative ability, who read 
widely, traveled extensively, was 
interested in Harvard affairs, ac- 
tive in the Kansas Library Asso- 
ciation, the Charles River Library 
Club, the Massachusetts Library 
Association and the American Li- 
brary Association. He was a 
former member of the Monday 
Evening Club of Newton, and of 
the Newton Rotary. He never 
married, but took great satisfac- 
tion in assisting in the education 
of his nephews, in family con- 
tacts, and in his wide circle of 
friends. For several years his 
health has been failing.

When, as usual, local iielebrat- 
ors began arriving in Newton 
Corner — from qiidnight on— there 
was none of the joyous singing 
and cheering and horn blowing of 
other years. The crowds were sub- 
dued and. seemingly, with the 
.hearts of most of them far away, 
all were content to call it a night. 

The Corner was deserted at an 
early hour and to those of' you 
who remember this end of toWn on 
The Night Before The Fourth in 
the good old days before Hitler 
decided on suicide, well, you’d just 
think it another early Tuesday 
a.m. 

HURT HIS DIGNITY . . . 

Many of you ex-owls may get 
a chuckle in recalling one Night 
Before The Fourth when a more 
or less prominent resident of the 
Corner, just as dawn >vas break- 
ing, and clad only in his birthday 
suit, startled the all-nighters by 
leaning out his bedroom window 
bellowing to all present that he’d 
just been struck by lightning . ... 

That was an exciting half hour! 
Police rushed upstairs to his res- 
cue and finding the remains of a 
smouldering skyrocket lying on 
the bedroom floor, rushed down 
again in pursuit of two fleeing 
men-about-town. We all ran in- 
terference for the cops that mem- 
orable morning . . .

Yea brethern! The Corner wasn’t 
the same this year. It won’t be 
either, until you all come home.

Jane : Hope you like what we are having for dinner tonight, 

Bill. 

Bill: T'in not worried, dear, you’ve done all right all thest* 
years. In this hot weather you seem to hit upon what a fellow 
feels like eating. By <he way, what is this surprise dish you have 
here for me to serve? 

Jane: Well, you taste of it first and then I’ll tell you what it is. 

Bill : Urn-mra- there’s nothing wrong with this, in fact I 
rather like it. What is it. anyway? 

Jane : It’s Spanish liver, a new recipe I found using tomato 
sauce. I’m glad you really like it. I have been trying to find 
something different for our dinners, and the last time we checked 
over the food bills you told me I was over-stepping a little. Yes- 
terday. I noticed lamb's liver was a good buy in the market, and 
so I bought some for us to try. Since I had heard the doctor at 
the blood donor center say that liver was rich in iron, I was an- 
xious to get some for us. 

Bill : What does iron do for us that is so important ?^ Isn’t it 
found in all foods? 

Jane: Truthfully. Bill. I didn’t think much about it until the 
other day when I told you I was turned down as a blood donor. 
The doctor said that I should build up my stores of iron before 
giving blood, since my jiemoglobin was low. Then he told me 
that all foods do*not contain iron, but if we included such foods 
as liver-, meat, eggs, whole grain cereals, dried fruits and molasses 
in our meals frequently, we would be eating the iron-rich foods. 

Bill: Well, I am glad to know about that, for I can see why 
we should have these foods more often, if it means having good 
blood. While we are on the subject of liver, tell me. what did you 
do to this meat to make it so tender? I remember the last fishing 
trip the boys and I took; we cooked some liver but it was very 
tough and it didn’t taste like this. 

Jane: Perhaps you overcooked the meat. Bill, or used too' 
high a temperature. These things will make liver tough, and also 
shrinks the meat and causes it to lose some of its flavor.

REPORT 1,300 OFFENSES 
LESS IN YEAR 

The number of offenses for which 
arrests were made last year was 
2,270, compared with 3,707 in the 
preceding year, according to the 
annual report of Chief of Police 
Michael T. Hughes issued recently. 

Offenses by male defendants ag- 
gregated 1972 and female 298^ last 
year, compared with 3,152 and 451 
in the year preceding. Offenses 
for which juveniles were prose- 
cuted last year numbered 86, while 
the number in the preceding year 
wus 87. 

The number of warrants issued 
last year was 211 and summonses. 
1,175, compared with 336 and 2,333 
in the previous year. 

The number of fatal auto acci- 
dents last year was two compared 
with four in the preceding year. 
The total number of persons in- 
jured in auto accidents last year 
was 169. 

The total amount of fines col- 
lected by the District Court in 
1943 was $9,188, of which amount 
the City Treasurer received $5,- 
581.35; the County Treasurer $3,- 
275, and $331.65 was used for of- 
ficers’ expenses.

With the Greater Boston United 
War Fund Campaign still three 
months away, the Newton Com 
munity Chest announces the en- 
rollment of more than 85 per cent 
of its ton leaders for the drive. 

Including Chairmen, Division 
Chairmen, Village Chairmen, Ma- 
jors, and Captains in the ten di- 
visional units, 28(5 volunteers are 
to be enrolled. Of these, 243 have ! 
accepted appointment, according to 
Thomas E. Shirley, Campaign ! 
i Chairman in Newton. 

' “With additional appointments 
of one Division Chairman, three , 
Residential Majors, and 39 Cap : 
tains, our top enrollment will be j 
completed,” Mr. Shirley states. “I 1 
am delighted at the response which : 
we have received this year, parti- 
cularly as in no previous campaign 
have we had so large a number en- 
rolled th i ce months in advance of 
the campaign. 

“The total number of volunteer 
workers in the campaign each year 
usually exceeds 2500, and while 
many of these enrollments may 
come in during the summer, th« 
real effort to complete the division- 
al lists will take place during 
September.

Represented 
At Send Off 


The Newton Board of Aldermen 
at their meeting on Monday night 
voted an appropriation of 419,000 
for purchase of a new fire engine 
to replace the pumping engine at 
Engine 4 house which was dam- 
aged to the extent of $3000 in a 
collision which occurred as the 
apparatus was leaving the station 
to respond to an alarm on July 13. 
Alderman Lockwood stated that al- 
though the city hoped to recover 
the amount of the damage from 
the insurance company, it would 
be advantageous to buy a new 
pumper rather than use the dam- 
aged one which could be repaired 
and trailed in. 

The board adopted a resolution 
calling for the abatement of the 
smoke nuisance resulting from 
Boston and Albany trains, many 
complaints having been received 
by city officials concerning smoke 
from locomotives of trains which 
run along the depression paral- 
lel to Washington street. Resi- 
dents of that section claim that the 
smoke sweeps over the highway 

The resolution, introduced by 
Alderman Kenneth Prior, instruct- 
ed Mayor Paul M. Goddard to take 
the matter up with Boston A Al- 
bany officials. It was seconded by 
i Alderman Fred Alexander. 

The resolution follows: 

“Be it resolved: That His Hon- 
or. the Mayor, contact the prop- 
er authorities of the Boston A 
Albany Railroad Company to 
abate the smoke nuisance that ex- 
ists along the Boston A Albany 
Railroad route through Newton 
due to the firing of their engines 
at the local stations.”

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Four Milestones To Totalitarianism

“The editorial department has 
recently received from Senator 
Harry F. Byrd a copy of hie re- 
cent article entitled “Four Mile- 
stones To Totalitarianism," writ- 
written for FORBES MAGAvINE, 
which is well worth reading. It is 
here published by permission of 
Forbes Magazine." — Editor 

“It can’t happen here” is wish- 
ful thinking. So let’s face facta — 
now! 

For 10 years now, the U. S. has 
been alternately cajoled, threat- 
ened, wheedled, promised and fin- 
ally pushed down the path to \dic- 
tatorship. The milestones on this 
road have not always been clearly 
discernible as we passed, but in 
retrospect they loom large. 

The first milestone was the con- 
trol of government. Our founding 
fathers, fearful of totalitarianism, 
carefully designed a system of 
checks and balances by which, 
theoretically, no man or group of 
men could gain control of the Gov- 
ernment. This they did by estab- 
lishing three co-equal parts: The 
legislature, to make the laws; the 
executive, to carry out the laws; 
the judiciary, to enforce the laws. 

The First Step 

From the very start of his Ad- 
ministration. President Roosevelt 
sought to dominate these three 
branches. He first attempted to 
’’pack” the U. S. Supreme Court 
by increasing the membership with 
new appointments. Congress 
thwarted the scheme. Still, by 
reason of the Administration’s 
long term of office, all except two 
of our justices have been appoint- 
ed by President Roosevelt. 

The President next attempted a 
Senatorial purge, designed to pre- 
vent the re-election of those who 
did not see eye to eye with his 
policies. That he did not succeed 


, in removing Senator Tydings of 
Maryland and Senator George of 
Georgia, among others. is»a trib- 
ute to the public’s ability to dis- 
I cern patriotic and able statesmen. 

Had this effort of the President 
• succeeded, he would have contin- 
ued his puro;e to drive out of pub- 
lic office every member of the Con- 
gress who dared express disagree- 
ment with his wishes. 

Failing in these devices, he at- 
tempted to reorganize the various 
departments of the Government. 
He asked for the abolition of the 
Comptroller General, the Govern- 
ment’s only independent auditing 
office; sought control over the Civil 
Service Commission, which, in ef- 
fect, would have endangered our 
entire merit system; proposed 
complete executive control of the 
quasi-judicial agencies, FCC, FPC, 
ICC and FTC. 

Balked — by a narrow margin- 
in these, too, an ingenious method 
of by-passing Congress was con- 
ceived. As every one knows, the 
real power of Congress over the 
executive departments is the con- 
trol of the purse — the power to 
give or to deny appropriations. 
The New Deal has overcome this 
handicap by creating government 
corporations which, once a blanket 
I authorization has been secured, 
are allowed to issue bonds and dis- 
burse public funds as the Presi- 
dent sees fit. There are 57 of these 
! corporations and the $30,000,000,- 
000 which they have spent — many 
times involving important contro- 
versial appropriations — has never 
been authorized by Congress. It 
has never even been audited by the 
Comptroller General. 

3,490 Executive Orders 

Supplementing this detour of 
legislative authorization, the Pres- 
ident has resorted to another 
method of executive lawmaking, 
that of Executive order. In 10

The Democratic Convention 

Technically, the performance 
staged in Chicago last week was 
labelled the Democratic convention. 
Actually, it should be called the 
Roosevelt-Hillman-Kelly conven- 
tion, presided over by Mr. Hanne- 
gan of St. Louis. That is the im- 
pression given me by the running 
reports over the radio and subse- 
quently confirmed by the papers 
and* by radio commentators. Sup- 
pose we just review the situation 
for a moment. 

Mr. Roosevelt had graciously 
agreed to accept a fourth term 
even before it had been officially 
offered to him. That disposed of 
the most important piece of busi- 
ness. The party platform had al- 
ready been drafted by Judge Rose- 
man of New York, redrafted by 
other master-minds, including the 
President’s, and set up for prompt 
passage on the floor of convention. 
That left only the nomination for 
Vice-President. To be sure, that 
nomination was of the most vital 
importance this year, due to the 
fact that it seems to be generally 
agreed by most practical politi- 
cians that Mr. Roosevelt will very 
likely fail to finish-out his fourth 
term, even if he should be elected. 
Even if he should be alive in 1948, 
there are grave doubts as to 
whether he will be allowed by his 
doctors to stay in office for the 
full sixteen years. 

How did the convention proceed 
to fill this strategic position? To 
begin with, Mr. Roosevelt gave 
his friend Wallace the “kiss of 
death” by writing a letter com- 
mending him as a loyal friend 
but NOT asking for his re-nomi- 
nation. That set the stage for a 
bitter battle between Sidney Hill- 
man, who is NOT a registered 
Democrat and the rather unsavory 
big city bosses, Messrs. Kelly, 
Hague and Flynn. Witness the 
disgusting spectacle of the pre- 
siding officer of a major party 
convention rushing over to Hill- 
man’s luxurious hotel-suite and in- 
quiring respectfully what the lat- 
ter’s wishes might be with respect 
to the Vice-Presidency. What will 
old - fashioned, self - respecting 
Democrats think of THAT per- 
formance? Also, what will the 
average independent voter think? 
In the end, of course, Hillman 
and the CIO had to give in and 
accede to Senator Truman’s nomi- 
nation. After all, the CIO is still 
sitting in the driver’s seat as long 
as Mr. Roosevelt remains in the 
White House. That *is undoubtedly 
their main concern. What happens 
to some of these CIO gents 
AFTER the servicemen get back 
home is something else again. 
They will, presumably, be given 
the bums’ rush. 

Let me digress for a minute. Do 
my readers notice the startling 
parallel between W’nllace and Wil- 
kie ? These two men represent 
genuine liberalism in their respec- 
I tive parties. Where are these 
distinguished gentlemen today? 

I Both are on the outside, looking 
J in, and wondering what ran over 
t them. However, the big-shot poli- 
j ticians in the two major parties 
I who are responsible for their po- 
! litical funerals may live to rue 
the day they humiliated them, 
i Going back, now, to the conven- 
tion, does it occur to my readers 
i that the Democratic party, nation- 
I ally, is in very bad shape ? Apart 
I from Mr. Roosevelt, is there a 
single leader of outstandisg abil- 
ity tfho could weld the varied 
elements of his party into a co- 
herent. lighting organization? The 
answer is NO. Compared to the 
Democrats, the Republican parly 
is saturated with talent. Further- 
more, this talent is not under the 
control of notorious big-city 
bouses whose reputation smells 
to Heaven. This is one more rea- 
son why the election of Gov. 
Dewey this fall is a “must.” It is 
high time that the government of 
our country be taken away from 
the Hillmans, Hagues, Kellys and 
Flynns and restored to decent 
American citizens, whose first 
loyalty is to the United States 
and to its Constitution. 

The fourth-termers made a 
grave mistake in Chicago when 
they indicated their intention of 
running this campaign on the 
“Commander-in-Chief” basis. The 
average citizen and the typical 
serviceman is going to resent the 
implication that this war is being 
fought by the Democrats and the 
CIO. Mr. Roosevelt is running for 
re-election as President and as 
titular leader of the Democratic 
party, which has given him his 
four nominations. He is NOT en- 
titled to run for the position of 
Commander-in-Chief. He is en- 
titled to the latter title BECAUSE 
he is our regularly-elected Presi- 
dent and for that reason only.

Newton Graphic, July 27, 1894 
Considerable amusement was af- 
forded the bystanders in front of 
the post office, Newton, last eve- 
ning. A German band trying to 
play several well known airs with 
the help of three young fellows 
who stood by sucking lemons. At 
last the leader of the band was 
compelled to retire with his as- 
sistants. 

The circus parade, Wednesday, 
drew out a great crowd of people 
on the streets and it seemed hard- 
ly possible there could be so many 
people in Newton. The parade had 
all the old time features, the steam 
calliope, the elephants and cam- 
els, the many heavily gilded vans, 
the bands, and a great number of 
handsome horses, and the usual 
representation of an old farmer 
in his cart, with a bundle of hay 
for feed tied under the cart. The 
tents were pitched on Watertown 
and California streets, Newton, 
and two performances were fairly 
well patronized, the rain interfer- 
ing with the eveping’s attendance.

Whither World

Part I 

The United Nations Monetary 
Conference that has been in the 
consultative stage for more than 
a year has approached a climax;

“ I tions; rather than the interests of 
rival international banking syndi- 
cates whose economic outlook is 
motivated by profit, and ever 
haunted by fear of loss of sub- 
stance, place or power; one of the 
procuring causes of war would be 
brought under effective control 
and eventually eliminated. 

However, when the United Na- 
tions Monetary Conference pre- 
sents a draft of the formula in- 
tended to regulate and stabilize in- 
ternational exchange it does not 
mean that whole problem of com- 
mercial intercourse between nations 
is settled, and that sfll the individ- 
ual citizen has to do is to forget 
all about. This formula can only 
be made to function by the power 
applied to it by the cooperative ef- 
fort of the people of the United 
Nations working in unison. 

It must also be recognized that 
this is a new instrument and sus- 
ceptible to some of the imperfec- 
tions of its imperfect creators. It 
is not a punacea for all the eco- 
nomic and monetary ills of the na- 
tions; but it is a step toward a 
brighter economic horizon, yrith a 
promise of freedom from cycilic 
depressions, and peace from eco- 
nomic and physical warfare; and a 
more equitable adjustment of the 
supply of the three essential ele- 
ments of existence, food, shelter 
and clothing, for all people. 

This conference will lay before 
the people of the United Nations 
a proposal, then it will be up to 
the people of the United Nations 
to instruct their respective gov- 
ernments, either to lend their sup- 
port to, or reject the formula. In 
other words, the Conference has 
thrown the problem into your lap, 
Mr. Voter, what are you going to 
do with it? 

The Bretton Woods Conference 
formula will be one of the vital 
instruments in the peace making 
machinery, if it is maintained on 
the broad principles for interna- 
tional cooperation formulated at 
the Moscow Conference and later 
reaffirmed and agreed to by Mr. 
Roosevelt, .Stalin and Churchill, in 
Teheran.

Former Newspaper 
Editor Heads Kiwanis 
International 

An advertising executive and 
former newspaper editor, who long 
has been one of America’s top 
spokesmen for the free tntrrprise 
system of government, will guide 
Kiwanis Intentional’* more than 
2,200 clubs and 132,000 members 
throughout the United States and 
Canada during the coming year. 

Ben Dean, of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., known by thousands of Ki- 
wanians from coast-to-coast, came 
up the ladder the hard way and 
previous to his election as presi- 
dent of the international service 
organization played an active role 
in the movement of business, in- 
dustry and agriculture to pre- 
serve and protect their constitu- 
tional rights. 

A Kiwanian for 16 years, Dean 
has not allowed the national picture 
to undermine his civic responsibil- 
ity in Grand Rapids, where he is 
chairman of the Better Business 
Bureau, director of the Chamber 
of Commerce,* a trustee of the 
Baptist church, a former chairl 
man of the Red Cross chapter and 
one time president of the board 
of .education. 

Dean was elected president of 
Kiwanis International at its 1944 
wartime convention in Chicago. 
His selection was hailed by leaders 
in all walks of life for he speaks 
a language calling for a stable 
world economy after the war. 

Dean has consistently advocated 
the development of specific com- 
munity plans to meet post-war 
problems, an orderly but certain 
demobilization of wartime econ- 
omic controls, the development of 
fiscal policies which will give the 
free enterprise system a chance 
to operate, the rehabilitation and 
employment of servicemen and 
women, and an enlarged program 
of education for all who are able 
to take advantage of it. 

In a recent nation-wide broad- 
cast, Kiwanis International’s new 
president declared that the prob- 
lem of post-war employment can 
be solved only through plans in- 
volving free enterprise, individual 
initiative and private industry. He 
expressed the opinion that “the 
jobs of our men and women in un- 
iform have the first call on the 
industries of this country." 

Dean, who owns a widely known 
advertising agency organized in 
1919, once served as a reporter 
and then city editor of the Grand 
Rapids Herald. Author of a book 
on furniture styles and contributor 
to magazines, he is the father of 
a son fighting overseas and a 
dnughter who is married. 

As head of Kiwanis, he will urge 
clubs to continue their work on 
behalf of underprivileged children 
and among boys and girls. He will 
stress the importance of maintain- 
ing cordial relations between the 
United States and Canada.

Dear Major S: I was very proud 
and happy to receive a letter from 
you to say my brother had paid 
you a visit at your men’s club. I 
heard all about the splendid work 
you did for the boys in the last war 
and it is grand to know you are 
still carrying on with the great- 
work ... I took your letter to 
show to the girls in the factory 
where I work . . . they thought it 
was ever so nice the way you run 
your club ... We have clubs ia 
England something the same for 
the boys that are away from home 
but I and thousands more know 
that The Salvation Army is the 
grandest in all the world for bring- 
ing happiness and comfort to 
everybody they meet. Trusting as 
you say in your letter that it will 
not be long before peace rules the 
world again. May God Bless you, 
Sincerely, Mrs. Alice Newton.

Four Milestones— 

( Continued from Pape 2) 

years he has issued 3,490 Execu- 
tive orders, many of legislative or 
quasi-legislative content. These 
are not laws passed by Congress; 
they are laws passed by a single 
bureaucrat. 

Nor is this all. In the stress of 
the national crisis, the President 
was granted an emergency fund 
over $500,000,000. While only a 
small portion of this sum has been 
spent, all of it has been allocated 
to various agencies. In effect, it 
places tremendous power in the 
hands of the President— power 
which the Constitution formerly 
reserved to the Congress. 

This bureaucracy perpetuates it- 
self far from the scrutiny of the 
citizenry, behind a veil of com- 
plex, overlapping and duplicating 
agencies whose policy-making per- 
sonnel is intent upon regimenting 
American life from the profes- 
sorial armchairs of economists and 
sociologists in Washington. In 
many instances, their sole aim is to 
recruit and appoint only those per- 
sons who have the same ideological 
concepts as they have. 

This undemocratic selection pro- 
cess has been so ingrained through 
usage as to become an accepted 
procedure. In violation of Civil 
Service regulations, more and 
more personnel are added to Fed- 
eral payrolls. The activities of 
these bureaucrats completely con- 
fuse and thwart Congressional in- 
vestigators. 

Government Competition 

The second milestone was the 
control of business. The control of 
business, of industry, of the pro- 
fessions. of free enterprise, of the 
American way of life itself can 
be destroyed in one of three ways: 
(1) By government competition 
with private business; (2) by 
senseless and unnecessary regi- 
mentation; (3) by excessive and 
exorbitant taxation. 

Competition with private enter- 
prise has long been a government 
1 method of weakening private bus- 
iness and industry. Begun as an 
emergency experiment in 1933, 
government competition has mush- 
roomed so that now, although the 
emergency has passed, the Gov- 
ernment has control, or is seeking 
control, of every business enter- 
I prise. Directly concerned with 
business, there are nine Federal 
housing and construction agencies, 
16 Federal business and hanking 
agencies, and four Federal trans- 
portation and power agencies. 

1 These are numerous others, some 
savoring of government monopo- 
lies, such as in the synthetic rub- 
ber industry, the aluminum indus- 
try and parts of the banking busi- 
ness. 

There is a bill before Congress 
i which, according to the National 
I Physicians Committee, will abol- 
ish private medical practice by in- 
l stituting public medicine, dentis- 
i try, nursing and hospitalization 
under the direct control of a Fed- 
| orally-appointed Surgeon General. 
. It will cost an estimated $3,000,- 
000,000 a year. 

1 At present the Government ; s 
attempting to prove, through the 
courts, that all insurance — fire, in- 
demnity and life — is commerce be- 
tween the states, which obviously 
it is not. Once this is established, 
all insurance will be subject to di- 
rect government control. 

1 In the past three years, the G«»v- 
l ernment has spent $25,000,000,000 
in building plants and facilities 
for industrial production. The title 
to most of these properties is in 
the Government. Of the 1,500 
plant* which RFC alone has built 
and financed, 521 were aviation 
plants; 54, aluminum plants; 120, 
steel plants; 50, high-octane avia- 
tion gasoline plants. The steel 
plants owned by the Government 
represent 20% of the entire coun- 
try’s requirements, the machine 
tool facilities one-half of the coun- 
try’s requirements, while 92% of 
i ali magnesium produced is taken 
, from government plants. Govern- 
ment investments are responsible 
for the production of one-third 
more rubber than was ever used 
I before. 

In all. this vast industrial ma- 
chine represents one-fifth of the 
nation’s industrial capacity, a 
measure of control undreamed of 
1 by the country’s greatest indus- 
trialists. This control is vested 
! largely in over 67 government cor- 
porations. Many of those — nota- 
: hly the RFC — do not operate un- 
der control of Congress. This gi- 
| gantic corporation refuses to have 
it* hooks audited by the Comptrol- 
ler General, despite the recommen- 
dations of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Declares Jesse H. Jones, 
able head of the RFC. 

Jones: "Wisdom Needed” 

“Obviously the Government will 
be in a position to smother private 
industry in the. manufacture of 
magnesium, and also to dominate 
the aluminum industry, because 
government (done will have more 
than enough capacity to supply the 
entire peacetime needs for alumi- 
num. These situations will re- 
quire wisdom and fairness by gov- 
ernment, otherwise private invest- 
ments in these industries would be 
l destroyed." 


In effect, such corporate gov- 
ernment agencies represent un- 
consciously the holding companies 
for Totalitarianism, Incorporated. 

The recent coal strike indicates 
the trend toward government own- 
ership of industry and control of 
the people. The miners desired 
higher wages. They struck. When 
the Government took over the 
mines, through Secretary Ickea, 
the miners were granted the same 
raises in pay which had been pre- 
viously refused. 4 

Examples have come to my at- 
tention where industries have given 
up new projects because the esti- 
mated cost of preparing question- 
naires, reports and forms would be 
greater than the estimated profit. 
At least 7,716,229 reports and 
questionnaires (not including ra- 
tioning forms) have been issued 
in one year by the Government. 

What’s more, these bureaucratic 
government agencies issue thous- 
ands upon thousands of directives, 
many of which actually superseded 
Congressional laws already on the 
statute books. These directives 1 nd 
questionnaire*, burdening the citi- 
zens and placing unreasonable*'ob- 
stacles against the war effort, 
were not done by legislative en- 
actment. Congress is not to blame 
for them. 

Don’t blame Congress, either, 
for the coercion and threats used 
by the Administration and its 
agencies to force many business 
men into binding contracts with 
labor unions providing for the 
closed shop. This was not done 
by Congress; it was done by the 
bureaucrats setting into practice 
a policy of which I am certain 
Congress disapproves. Neverthe- 
less, it is whittling down the 
strength of private enterprise. 

Even government, competition 
and regimentation of private bus- 
iness might not render it impotent 
were it not for the excessive taxa- 
tion which threatens to remove 
profit, “seed money” and invested 
capital alike. Heavy taxation is 
necessary to carry the financial 
burden of winning the war, but it 
need not destroy private industry 
to balance its books. 

Branching into the field of prop- 
erty ownership, the Federal Gov- 
ernment has acquired for war pur- 
poses, inclusive of public lands, 
43,000,000 acres of land in the past 
five years. This comprises an area 
equal to the size of Connecticut, 
Delaware, Maryland, Massachu- 
setts, New Hampshire, New Jer- 
sey, Rhode Island, Vermont and 
one-half of Maine. The Govern- 
ment has, in fact, become the 
country’s leading real estate oper- 
ator. The War Department alone 
has acquired 557 hotels, some of 
which have been purchased, all of 
which, unless the Government con- 
tinues to hold them, will be dumped 
on the market with disastrous ef- 
fects on local economy. 

No Field Here 

There is not a single field of pri- 
vate endeavor in the whole coun- 
try which is not tethered to the 
post of Administrative directive. 
Yet without free enterprise we can 
only have government by State 
Socialism. There is no alternative. 

The third milestone was control 
of food, the creating of Federal 
agricultural bureaus and agencies 
which are competing with private 
enterprise. In the field of agricul- 
tural lending alone there are ”0 
of these Federal agencies, some 
of which are divided into as many 
as 12 separate corporations. They 
constitute a Federal lien on the 
entire production of foud the coun- 
try over. Despite the fact that 
there are ample lending agencies 
outside the Government, the Gov- 
ernment sees fit to preserve, even 
expand, these 20 duplicating and 
overlapping agencies. 

When you complain about the 
high cost of food, think twice, tor 
you shall pay twice, as the appro- 
priations and loan authorizations 
for the agricultural program for 
this year total almost $1,000,000,- 
000. Much of this cost is needless- 
ly exorbitant. We are still paying 
for the 151 Administration-spon- 
sored resettlement projects started 
in 1935, which, having failed Ut- 
terly, have cost the Government 
$137,000,000. We are paying, too, 
for bureaucratic control of agri- 
culture, for 100,000 Agricultural 
Adjustment administration com- 
mitteemen, for 2,175 separate local 
offices of the Farm Security Ad- 
ministration, a relatively small bu- 
reau containing 8,375 committee- 
men. 

Despite the fact that farm in- 
come today is 260% of what it 
was in 1939, the Administration is 
attempting to control the cost of 
food— -and incidentally food pro- 
duction — by repeatedly seeking 
subsidies in the amount of $800,- 
000,000 annually. A subsidy is not 
a loan; it’s a gift, a dole which 
indentures the recipient by per- 
petuating his dependence on the 
Government. It is State Socialism 
bottled under another label. 

The fourth milestone was con- 
trol of the people. It is axiomatic 
that if control can be established 
over the shape of the ideas which 
go into a man’s head and the 
amount of money which flows into 
his pocket, there is little to fear 
what will come out of his mouth. 
In just these ways totalitarianism 
is being foisted on the people of 
America. 

The number as well as the shape 
of these ideas may soon he rationed 
if the propaganda specialists have 
their wfty. The creation of OWI 
was a step in that direction. How- 
ever, the recent cut in its appro- 
priations indicates that Congress 
is aware of the danger of a cen- 
tral Federal news dispensary. 

Free Dress, But — 

Frequent Administrative at- 
tacks on the free press of America 
are too well known to necessitate 
comment. The freedom of the 
press is one of our last remaining 
democratic bulwarks. 

Even public school education is 
threatened hv Administrative con- 
trol. It was through fear of a gov- 
ernment subsidy, which might ul- 
timately grow into government 
control of all learning, that, the 
Senate refused to give the Admin- 
istration a spring-board to abso- 
lute power over the thought of the 
youth of America, 

Control of the people by eco- 
nomic hicaiiti is much simpler than 
through control of ideus. This in 
large measure has already been 
accomplished by means of public 
employment, guarantees of secur- 
ity, public doles and a colossal 
debt which the people — not the 
Government— must ultimately pay. 
pay.

At present, some 3,000 civilians 
are employed by the Federal Gov- 
ernment — a larger number than 
the state and local employeea of all 
48 states. An additional 2,500,000 
employees work in construction 
projects financed in whole or in 
part by Federal funds. Nor Hoes 
this take into account the many 
millions of industrial, manufac- 
turing and agricultural workers 
Indirectly paid by the Government 
in the form of contracts jjnd sub- 
sidies with employers. All of 
these people directly or indirectly 
look to the Federal Government 
for support. 

Moreover, the Government sup- 
ports uncounted millions more 
through grants in aid to states 
and through other co-operative ar- 
rangements. This will in itself 
cost the Government over $4,000,- 
000,000 for the fiscal year 1942. 

Not content with this, the Pres- 
ident has announced a guarantee 
of financial security to every Amer- 
ican citizen from the cradle to (he 
grave. This is a guarantee from 
130,000,000 Americans to 130,000,- 
000 Americans of social security. 
While it’s the duty of the Govern- 
ment to extend aid to those in dis- 
tress, it is inconsistent with the 
very idea 6f a democracy to guar- 
antee financial security to every 
citizen. 

As a necessary corailary to this 
is the new Machiavellian economic 
philosophy which advocates an 
ever-expanding public debt as not 
only justifiable but also healthy 
in a country with a “mature econ- 
omy,” such as the U. S. Thus print- 
ing-press money would supplant 
hard work as a means of subsist- 
ence. Such a procedure, once in- 
troduced, would result in disas- 
trous inflation and, ultimately, 
government control of all finances. 
The democratic idea that the peo- 
ple support the Government would 
be reversed ; the Government would 
support the people. 

Whether the Government’s re- 
fusal to -practice economy is an at- 
tempt in this direction the reader 
•must judge for himself. 

The Public Debt 

The public debt is no\v $171,000,- 
000,000, or $3,500 for every tax- 
payer in America. It is nine times 
the total debt at the end of the 
last war. To repudiate this debt 
would be to repudiate democracy; 
to pay it would be re-establish our 
Americanism. But this can only 
be done by free men engaged in 
free enterprise. 

The question has often been asked 
“What can be done to check this 
tendency, these growing evils, this 
march to totalitarianism?" The an- 
swer is manifold. 

Congress must first of all re- 
assert its Contit-utional right. It 
must refuse the Chief Executive the 
use of legislative power; it must 
abrogate the sweeping emergency 
powers it has given the Chief Ex- 
ecutive as soon as the war ends; 
it must, in short, refuse to have 
its own legal authority by-passed 
by decrees of a single man. 

Congress can’t do this alone. The 
people must reassert themselves, 
too. Every citizen can and must 
exercise his right of franchise. 
This is not a privilege alone, it is 
a duty , 

Every citizen should continue 
his eternal vigilance and keep Con- 
gress informed of his opinions. 
Congressmen don’t disregard the 
letters and telegrams sent to them 
by their constituents and others; 
they welcome such expressions of 
judgment, for it is through these 
that they are made aware of cur- 
rent opinion. Congress represents 
the people; the people themselves 
should not forget this. 

Must Work Together 

Congress and the people, togeth- 
er, can rid the Government of its 
bureaucrats. The bureaucracy rep- 
resented by 3,000,000 Federal em- 
ployees must be dismantled. Qual- 
ified, competent employees who be- 
lieve in our form of democracy, 
recruited under a competitive Civil 
Service system based on merit rat- 
ings, must he installed. The peo- 
ple and Congress must insist that 
the Government be gotten out of 
business, that the government cor- 
porations which compete with priv- 
ate enterprise be liquidated, that 
the $60,000,000,000 in government 
I property be returned to the people. 

The people must elect those who 
I give more than lip-service to econ- 
omy by actively advocating the en- 
actment of constructive legisla- 
tion. They must insist that the 
16-year-old deficit be checked, and 
a simple and equitable tax policy 
be introduced. They must, insist 
upon the elimination of duplicating 
agencies and personnel, upon the 
elimination of gross extravagance 
and waste in the executive branch 
of the Government. 

The American people must real- 
ize that their one remaining hope 
is in Congress, for it is the only 
body of the Government whose 
membership is dependent upon the 
will of the people. Members of 
Congress should be told when they 
are wrong, and they should he sup- 
ported when they are right. They, 
elected by the people, are the last 
defenders of representative democ- 
racy now swiftly retreating down 
the twilight road to totalitarian- 
ism. 

Our chosen way of life can be 
preserved only by a great upsurge 
of national indignation.

The following figures covering 
Employment and Payroll* in 
Manufacturing Establishment* in 
Newton are for the month of June, 
1944 compared with the month of 
June 1943: 

Average numb^ of Employees — 
1944 _ 7060, 1943 — 7831; De- 
crease — 711; Uercent-r-9.8. 

Amount of Payrolls for month- 
1944 — $1,093,612.00, $1943 — $1,- 
093,397.00 ; Increase — $2 15.00. 

The State average on Employ- 
ment for June 1944 was 9.3 per 
cent smaller than June 1943; New- 
ton was about the same, namely, 
9.8 per cent smaller. The amount 
paid in wages in the State for 
June 1944 was smaller by 3.8 per 
cent than June 1943; Newton, how- 
ever, because of the increase of the 
average weekly wage from $32.22 
in June 1943 to $35.75 in June 
1944, was within $215.00 of 1943 
with 771 fewer persons employed. 

We have been frequently asked 
why the figures we report monthly 
on Employment and Payrolls dif- 
fer from those released by the De- 
partment of Labor and Industry; 
the reason is the figures given by 
the Department are based on a cer- 
tain number of manufacturers 
thru out the state, and are used 
to show the trend, whereas the fig- 
ures we publish are approximately 
the total figures. Newton’s indus- 
trial employment reached its peak 
in the fall of 1943, and has been 
gradually falling off since that 
time; total wages have on the other 
hand kept up due as above stated 
to the larger average weekly pay 
check.
